• The Iraq Council of Representatives (COR) delayed a parliamentary session 
tentatively scheduled for July 13-14 due to continued political deadlock on 
government formation. Acting parliament speaker, Fouad Massoum, said that the 
next session could be delayed for weeks. 

Sistani May Intercede in Government Formation: 

• Grand Ayatollah Ali al- Sistani, may step in with "help and advice" if politicians fail 
to form a government soon. If deadlock continues, the senior Shi'a clergy (referred 
to as the Marjaiya) may intervene. The Marjaiya maintains influence over the Iraqi 
Shi'a population.

Hydrocarbons Package : The Framework Law was resubmitted to the Oil and Gas Committee on October 26, 
2008 and then returned to the Council of Ministers. There has been no progress on the other three laws in the 
package. 



NGO Law : This law, approved March 3, will regulate the operations and funding of Non-Governmental 
Organizations operating within Iraq.

■ There are almost 229,000 Iraqi refugees currently registered with the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR) in neighboring countries and an undetermined 
number of unregistered refugees. UNHCR reports that 1.5 million Iraqis remain 
internally displaced due to sectarian violence following the Samarra Mosque bombing 
of February 2006. 

■ Since the beginning of 2008, some 464,000 Iraqis have returned to their neighborhoods 
in Iraq. The majority of the Iraqis returning were internally displaced persons. 

■ In FY09, the U.S. Government contributed $387 million to international and non- 
governmental organizations to assist Iraqi refugees, internally displaced, and conflict 
victims. 

■ Since the program's inception in FY07, 47,841 Iraqi refugees have been admitted to 
the U.S. for resettlement. 

■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,143 Special Immigrant Visas (SIVs) have been 
issued for Iraqi translators and interpreters (and their dependents) since FY07 (under 
the Section 1059 program).

■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,716 SIVs have been issued for Iraqis employed by 
the U.S. government (and their dependents) since FY08 (under the Section 1244 
program).

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Violence continues as insurgents target Shi'a pilgrims in Baghdad 



Attacks Targeting Shi'a Kill at Least 50 Across Baghdad: 

• Violence against Shi'a pilgrims continued this week as at least seven more people were 
killed just one day after explosions around Baghdad killed more than 50 people and 
wounded more than 250. Many of the Shi'a wounded or killed in the attacks were 
participating in ceremonies honoring the revered Imam Musa al-Kadhim. The deadliest 
of attacks occurred in the mainly Sunni neighborhood of Adhamiyah where a suicide 
bomber detonated himself in a crowd heading towards the Imam's shrine. 

Attacks against Iraqi Police and Awakening Council Members Continue: 

• The homes of two Iraqi police officers, two Awakening Council members, and an 
ambulance driver were blown up by militants in the Abu Ghraib neighborhood of 
Baghdad. None of the intended targets were home during the attacks, but three family 
members of the targeted individuals were killed. In a separate attack in the southern 
Baghdad neighborhood of Dora, a police major was killed by a car bomb.

BP-led Consortium Begins Management Operations of the Rumaila Field: 
• An international consortium led by British Petroleum, but including China National 
Petroleum Corporation (CNPC) and Iraq's South Oil Company, took full control of the 
Rumaila oil field on July 1. In accordance with a 20-year service contract signed with 
Iraq in November, the oil companies are supposed to raise crude production from 
Rumaila to 2.85 million barrels per day by 2017.

• Iraq's Ministry of Transportation has announced an agreement with Saudi Arabia that 
would allow Saudi Arabian Airlines to resume flights to Iraq for the first time since 
1991. Daily flights between the two countries have been contracted through al-Wafeer 
Airlines, according to Ayad Katheer Raheem, the Director General of the Ministry of 
Transportation's aviation department.
